To  the  Mayor,  Chairmen,  Aldemen,  and  Coiincillors  of  the  Constituent 
Authorities 

My  Lord,  Ladies,  and  Centlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the  first  year 
of  my  appointment  to  this  office,  namely  196?®  Being  a  first  year  I  have 
been  very  conscious  of  the  impact  of  certain  aspects  of  health  in  a  rural 
community  as  opposed  to  the  purely  urban  environment  of  my  previous 
experience e 

SEWERAGE 

In  this  context  I  mil  make  special  mention  of  sewage  disposal  which 
in  certain  areas  can  only  be  described  as  rudimentary,  and  that  is  being 
euphemistic.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  expended  in  the 
investigation  of  the  health  risks  involved  in  maintaining  the  status  quo 
or  instituting  water  borne  mains  sewage  schemes  o  Because  of  the  population 

growth  in  the  area  the  problem  is  likewise  increasing.  Unhappily  the 
economic  climate  snd  associated  Governmental  restrictions  militate  against 
the  rapid  inception  of  proposed  schemes®  The  ensuing  delays  are  not  only 
frustrating,  but  extremely  worrying  when  one  realises  the  growing  risk  of 
an  epidemic  due  to  pathogenic  enteric  organisms. 

Perhaps  the  tendency  to  regionalisation  into  large  bodies  could  be 
successfully  applied  to  sewage  authorities.  The  amalgamation  with  Water 
Boards  would  be  a  solution  that  could  set  up  an  authority  that  dealt  with 
the  collection,  purification  and  distribution  of  drinking  water  and  then 
continued  the  cycle  by  collecting,  treating  and  discharging  to  water 
courses  any  effluent.  Such  a  body  would  be  a  true  ’’Water  Board”. 

April  of  this  year  saw  the  formation  of  the  Oxfordshire  and  District 
Water  Board.  I  wonder  if  this  could  be  the  first  step  along  the  lines 
suggested?  The  report  of  the  engineer  to  the  Board  follows  this 
preamble. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  published  the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection. 
The  only  two  systems  recommended  for  house-to-house  collection  are 
’continental  dustless  loading ’and  the  ’paper  sack  system*.  skep 

system  and  kerbside  collection  are  the  worst  of  the  traditional  methods” 
(quotation  from  the  Report).  All  the  authorities  in  the  Combined 
Districts  practise  kerbside  collection.  It  seems  wrong  in  this  day 
and  age  to  place  our  household  waste  on  public  property  -vdiilst  it  awaits 
collection®  In  such  a  situation  it  offends  the  eye,  and  often  the  nose. 

It  is  open  to  abuse  by  children  (  or  those  of  childish  intellectl), 
domestic  animals  and  inclement  weather®  We  have  all  seen  the  sorry 


spectacle  of  the  sadly  battered,  lidless  bin  with  its  attendant  ceirdboard 
carton  bursting  at  the  seams,  standing  guard  pn  the  public  thoroughfare 
outside  the  garden  gate.  The  upset  bin,  either  by  animal  or  wind,  is  an 
even  more  hideous  example  of  the  faults  of  this  method.  The  working 
family  often  has  to  place  its  bin  in  the  required  position  on  the  night 
before  collection,  entailing  almost  24  hours  of  unsightliness. 

Ideally  there  should  be  a  back  door  collection.  Various  degrees  of 
compromise  are  front  door  collections  or  inside  the  front  gate,  i.e.  from 
off  private  property. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  only  one  forward  looking  authority  within  the 
Combined  Districts  has  launched  a  pilot  scheme  using  paper  sacks  in  a  new, 
small,  estate. 

No  doubt  as  the  financial  stringency  eases  these  anachronistic  methods 
will  be  superceded  by  modem  hygienic  practices.  At  present  a  weekly 
nuisance  is  created,  sometimes  with  a  small  added  health  risk. 

AGRICULTUIUIj  PSliGTICSS 

Where  rureil  districts  are  being  slowly  infiltrated  by  residential 
property,  particularly  in  commuter  areas,  difficulties  can  emerge  with 
regard  to  normal  agricultural  practices.  Farming,  particularly  stock 
breeding,  is  not  without  smell.  What  the  established  rural  inhabitant 
regarded  as  *'a  fine  healthy  smell"  is  considered  differently  by  the  new 
residents  now  arriving  around  our  villages.  Often  these  new  arrivals’ 
criteria  of  standards  are  bajsed  upon  urbam  and  suburban  settings  and  the 
odours  of  manure  or  silage  are  positively  nauseating  to  them.  The  situation 
escalates  when  the  farmer,  finding  that  his  available  land  is  decresLsing, 
decides  that  intensive  farming  methods  have  to  be  adopted.  An  acceleration 
from  a  herd  of  fifty  animals  to  an  intensive  unit  of  a  thousand  or  so  creates 
problems  of  manure  disposal  and  smell  on  a  very  large  scale. 

Technical  knowledge  in  the  agricultural  scene  can  go  a  long  way  to 
mitigate  nuisances  arising  from  such  units,  but  attitudes  of  co-operation 
and  common  sense  must  prevail  or  there  could  be  confrontation  between 
residential  property  owner/occupiers  and  farmers.  We  are  only  seeing 
the  beginning  of  the  problem  now  and  I  hope  that  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture  ,  Fisheries  and  Food, the  National  Farmers*  Union  and. the  local 
authority  eissociations  appreciate  that  intensive  units  are  the  coming 
thing  in  agricultural  practice,  and  they  have  to  live  alongside  residential 
property  in  some  instances. 

ANIMAL  HEALTH 

From  time  to  time  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  sends  notification  that  they  have  discovered  a  beaist 
that  is  suffering  (or  has  died)  from  certain  types  of  food  poisoning 
organism  that  could  be  harmful  to  man.  There  were  ten  such  notifications 
in  the  year.  In  these  cases  a  Public  Health  Inspector  visits  the  farm 
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and  offers  advice  and  investigation  to  the  farm  hands  “who  have  been  in 
contact  with  the  infected  animal.  Three  such  connections  were  discovered 
during  the  year. 

It  is  little  realised  that  there  is  a  not  inconsiderable  risk  to 
stock  handlers  and  veterinarians  of  contracting  an  infection  from  animals 
due  to  this  family  of  organisms  called  ’  salmonellas*  *  A  recent 
investigation  has  shown  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  animal  feeding 
stuff  is  infected  by  these  salmonella  organisms.  Similarly,  owing  to 
the  methods  of  transport,  lairages  and  the  development  of  intensive  units 
rapid  spread  to  large  numbers  of  herds  throughout  the  country  is  ensured. 
Not  only  is  there  risk  of  direct  infection  of  humans,  but  indirect 
infection  via  contaminated  meat  and  dairy  products  must  be  considered. 

This  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  likely  to  remain  or  even 
deteriorate  further  if  present  procedures  are  not  modified.  There  is  no 

statutory  notification  of  this  disease  in  animals,  neither  is  there  any 
restriction  or  directive  that  is  applicable  to  the  farmer  or  dealer  or  the 
affected  animal.  It  would  be  untrue  to  say  that  farmers  and  dealers  are 
unscrupulous  but  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  nothing  legal  to 
prevent  ther^ale,  or  transport,  to  any  part  of  the  countiy,  of  an  infected 
animal.  The  fact  that  certain  antibiotics  are  used,  sometimes  indis^ 
criminately,  is  another  disquieting  factor.  The  use  of  antibiotics  on 
farm  stock  as  a  preventive  method  encourages  the  development  of  resistant 
organisms.  Organisms  can  transfer  this  antibiotic  resistance  to  other 
pathogenic  organisms;  the  outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  in  babies  in 
Teeside  has  demonstrated  this  with  tragic  results, 

ENTERIC  INFECTIONS 

If  as  a  nation  we  were  more  hygienically  minded  such  threats  would 
be  largely  decreased,  but  sad  to  relate,  we  are  not  really  in  the  first 
division  when  it  comes  to  cleanliness.  There  were  fifteen  notified 
cases  of  food  poisoning  due  to  the  salmonella  type  of  organism,  sixteen 
notified  cases  of  dysentery  and  twenty  notified  oases  of  infectious 
hepatitis.  All  these  organisms  gain  access  to  the  body  via  the  mouth 
and  leave  it  via  the  bowels.  This  demonstrates  quite  adequately  the 
mode  of  transmission  of  these  diseases  and  shows  that  good  hygiene  is 
the  preventive  measure  that  is  missing  somewhere  along  the  line. 

Still  in  the  resilms  of  food  poisoning  the  following  illustrates 
that  cookery  hygiene  is  a  scientific  subjects'-  A  meal  of  stuffed  hearti^ 
was  prepared  and  cooked.  After  cooking  the  meat  was  placed  in  a  mete 
tray,  covered  with  a  clean  cloth  and  allowed  to  cool  slowly  for  two  to 
three  hours,  then  placed  in  a  refrigerator.  The  following  day  the  meal 
was  reheated  and  thoroughly  enjoyed.  Twelve  hours  later  the  symptoms  of 
nausea,  vomiting,  abdonimal  pains  and  diarrhoea  were  experienced  for  two 
to  three  hours  duration,  followed  by  a  full  recovery,  A  mild  attack, 
one  would  say,  but  1  20  people  ate  the  meal  and  at  least  80  people  were 
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affected.  Had  this  been  in  a  hospital  or  at  a  home  for  the  elderly  the  outconK 
may  well  have  been  more  serious.  Meat  should  be  eaten  as  soon  as  practicabJe 
after  cooking.  If  meat  is  to  be  eaten  cold  it  should  be  cooled  rapidly 
immediately  after  the  cooking  process  and  kept  in  a  refrigerator.  The 
temperature  in  the  centre  of  rolled  or  stuffed  meat  articles  does  not  rise 
very  high  and  often  provides  an  ideal  environment  for  the  multiplication  of 
organisms  that  are  introduced  during  the  preparation  phase. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  rapid  notification  by  telephone  of  the  above  outbreak  enabled 
prompt  investigations  to  be  carried  out  and  the  answer  was  immediately 
forthcoming.  The  organism  responsible  v/as  found  and  its  source  traced. 

But  it  is  significant  that  only  one  official  notification  was  received 
despite  the  fact  that  80  caises  occurred. 

Official  notification  is^  of  coui“taw,  -^ot  a  true  reflection  of  the 
actual  incidence  of  disease.  Many  people  never  approach  their  general 
practitioner  with  attacks  of  vomiting  or  diarrhoea  unless  these  are  pro¬ 
longed  or  involve  time  off  from  work  and  require  the  necessetry  certificates. 
Also  there  is  still  evidence  that  some  general  medical  practitioners  are 
not  notifying  all  such  cases  that  are  enumerated  in  Part  V  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  i936o  I  would  repeat  again  that  Preventive  Medicine  is  based 
on  early  investigation^  early  diagnosis  and  early  action,  all  of  which  are 
dependent  upon  early  notification  of  disease,  or  suspected  infectious 
disease. 

The  less  urgent  facet  of  notification  is  the  accumulation  of  statis¬ 
tical  data.  At  last  we  see  the  value  of  measles  notification.  The  year 
saw  the  biennial  epidemic  when  2,031  cases  were  recorded  in  the  Combined 
Districts.  ^n  the  adjacent  City  area  under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical 
^^esearch  Council  a  routine  mass  vaccination  scheme  that  commenced  in  May 
1966  resulted  in  only  321  cases.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the 
Combined  Districts  on  a  proportional  basis  is  almost  five  times  that  v/ithin 
the  City.  I  look  forward  to  the  early  introduction  of  measles  vaccination 
on  a  nation  wide  basis.  This  particularly  in  viev/  of  the  one  death  from 
this  disease  in  a  one  year  old  boy  living  in  the  area. 

SECTION  47,  NATION/iL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948. 

There  was  one  occasion  during  the  year  when  a  person  was  committed  to 
hospital  under  this  enactment.  This  occurred  the  weekend  before  Christmas 
when  an  observant  neighbour  noticed  that  an  elderly  gentleman  had  not  taken 
in  his  bottle  of  milk  off  the  door  step.  The  general  practitioner  was 
called,  "v^o  in  turn  summoned  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  when  the 
patient  was  discovered  to  be  suffering  from  illness  and  neglect. 

The  section  of  the  Act  was  designed  to  enable  the  Medical  Officer  to 
send  to  hospital  under  a  magistrate* s  order  any  persons  who:- 

a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm 
or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 
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I  must  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  help  that  I  have  received 
from  fellow  colleagues  ^  staff  and  members  of  all  the  committees  during 
this  initial  periods  Without  this  consideration  and  co-operation  much 
valuable  work  would  not  have  been  executed  so  speedily  or  in  such  a  friendly 
atmosphere* 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  my  secretary  Miss  J*  Pickerings  who 
commenced  only  one  month  later  than  I  did^  It  was  a  shock  to  have  the 

existing  secretary  hand  in  her  notice  on  the  very  first  day  I  took  up 
the  position  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health I 

Finally  I  would  thank  the  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  ^  its  Chairman 
and  Clerk  for  its  sympathetic  understanding  and  immediate  aid  at  all  times®

The  statistics  reveal  that  the  Combined  Districts  are  increasing  in 
population  at  the  rate  of  approximately  500  per  month.  Such  an  increase 
is  primarily  due  to  two  factors,  namely  a  higher  than  average  birth  rate 
and  a  considerably  lower  than  average  death  rate,  particularly  amongst 
the  nevfly  born.  This  is  a  fair  reflection  upon  the  Midwifery,  Infant 
Welfare,  and  Care  of  Elderly  Services. 

The  consistency  with  which  the  Combined  Districts  standard  is  an 
improvement  on  the  England  gind  Wales  figures  was  apparent  in  1936,  when 
the  following  figures  make  interesting  comparisons.

Heart  Disease  1 C4 
Cancer  of  the  Lung  59 


It  can  be  seen  that  cancer  of  all  forms  is  now  the  second  largest 
killer  and  cancer  of  the  lung  constitutes  one  quarter  of  these  deaths® 

A  considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  put  into  the  Cervical  Cytology 
service  in  an  effort  to  reduce  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  uterine  cei^ixo 
There  were  only  5  deaths  in  the  Combined  Districts  from  this  cause®  The 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  twelve  times  greater®  Xet  this  could 
be  reduced  if  the  public  would  only  accept  the  proven  dangers  and  spend 
less  on  cigarettes®

MILK 


I  am  grateful  to  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr*.  H.CeBartram, 
for  his  report  on  the  year‘®s  milk  sampling  programme,  which  is 
reproduced  here 

Summary  of  Milk  Sampling  196? 

Untreated  Mi.lk 

12  farms  within  the  area  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  to  sell  faorm  bottled  milk  "untreated’’ 11  of  these  faims 
are  within  the  County,  and  the  other  is  in  Bucks,  milk  being  retailed  from 
this  farm  in  the  County  borter  villages  of  the  Ploughley  area. 

There  is  also  one  supply  of  goats  milk,  but  this  milk  comes  outside 
the  milk  and  dairies  regulations.  In  addition  one  faim  supplies  churn 
milk  to  Heythrop  College. 

r 

During  the  year  11  samples  of  these  milk  supplies  Y/ere  submitted  for 
biological  examination  and  I4.8  samples  to  the  brucella  ring  screening  test. 
All  proved  negative  to  brucella  and  bovine  tuberculosis. 

In  addition  24  samples  of  farm  bottled  milk  were  examined,  by  the 
methylene  blue  keeping  quality  test  and  7  failed  this  test.  2  samples  of 
goat’s  milk  proved  satisfactory.  The  Ministry  are  advised  of  such 
unsatisfactory  samples . 

Heat-treated  Milks 

The  County  Council  issue  dealers’  pre-packed  milk  licences,  and  in  your 
area  93  such  licences  are  in  operation.  In  addition  3  dairies  are 
licensed  to  pasteurise  milk. 

Heat-treated  milk  covers  pasteurised,  sterilised  and  ultra  heat 
treated  supplies.  There  is  one  supply  of  separated  pasteurised  milk.  A 
total  of  103  pasteurised  milk  samples  were  taken.  All  satisfied  the 
phosphatase  test  but  8  failed  the  methylene  blue  test.  17  samples  of 
sterilised,  milks  proved  satisfactory  as  did  3  samples  of  ultra  heat 
treated  milks. 

In  addition  274  samples  of  pasteurised  milks  v/ere  taken  from  the 
pasteurising  dairies.  2  of  these  samples  failed  the  phosphatase  test, 

4  failed  the  methylene  blue  test  and  5  were  void  to  this  test. 

56  samples  of  pasteurised,  school  milk  sui^plies  were  also  submitted 
and  all  of  these  proved  satisfactory e 

Food  and  Drugs  -  Summary  report 

68  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  analysis,  and  24  samples  for 
the  presence  of  antibiotics,  1  milk  was  low  in  solids-not-f at „  7  samples 

of  cream  were  also  analysed,  and  two  samples  fell  below  the  legal 
requirement.  A  cautionary  letter  was  issued  to  the  firms  concerned . 
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Bacteriological  Exairdnatiorx  -  Cream 

13  samples  \Yere  obtained ^  9  vvere  graded  as  satisf a.ctory  and 
4  as  unsatisfactory*

Bacteriological  Examinations

WATER  SUPPLY 

Responsibility  for  the  water  supply  in  the  district  was  taken  over  by 
the  Oxforxishire  and  District  Water  Board  on  1st  April  1967®  They  have  very 
kindly  provided  the  following  information: 

i)  Quality  and  Quantity:  The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water  supply 
in  the  Urban  District  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 

ii)  Number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  ?/ater  mains  direct 
to  the  houses  -  2^820^ 

Number  of  dv/elling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains  by  means 
of  standpipes  -  5® 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  three  residential  caravans  supplied  by 
standpipes . 

There  are  now  no  dv/elling  houses  in  the  Urban  District  supplied  by 
water  other  than  mains  water. 

During  the  year  a  certain  amount  of  work  has  been  undertaken  generally 
to  consolidate  the  supply  and  with  a  view  to  preventing  pollution  or 
possible  future  inadequacies  in  quantity  of  water  available. 

Water  supply  for  Bicester  is  obtained  from  two  sources  as  follows: 

1)  Water  derived  from  Upper  Heyford  source  on  River  Gherwell  operated 
by  Ministry  of  Defence  (Air)  by  Ministry  of  Public  Works 

450^000  gallons  per  day 

2)  Borehole  at  Howes  Lane:  70^000  gallons  per  day

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aEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  drainage  system  for  the  Urban  District  is  at  present  satisfactory. 


During  the  year  the  G-lory  Farm  sewer  was  completedc  This  will 
eventually  serve  170  houses  ^ 


Disposal. 


The  reconstruction  of  a  Bicester  Sewage  Works  was  completed  during 
the  year.  The  works  are  now  capable  of  serving  a  population  of  between 
twelve  and  fifteen  thousand.  The  works  operate  on  the  activated  sludge 
principle,  and  the  gas  generated  by  this  process  is  used  to  heat  incoming 
sludge. 

The  works  processed  a  total  278^048,000  gallons  du2ring  the  year, 
a  monthly  average  of  23^170,666  gallons.  The  maximum  monthly  flow  was 
39A74#W0  gallons  while  the  minimum  was  15,550,000  gallons. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  MD  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  from  domestic  premises  is  collected  once  a  week  by  means  of 
a  kerbside  collection  of  bins.  A  team  of  three  men  and  a  driver  ai^e 
employed  and  a  bonus  system  is  in  operation.  During  the  caning  year  it 
is  proposed  to  initiate  a  pilot  scheme  of  paper  sacks  collection  in 
fifty  houses. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  on  Wednesday  and  Saturdays  by  one  man 
and  a  driver. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  an  old  Stone  Quiarry 
situated  approximately  2^  miles  from  Bicester  and  owned  by  the  Cotincil. 
This  is  an  ideal  tip  well  supplied  with  covering  material  and  should 
have  a  life  of  six  years  at  least. 


PUBLIC  COIWEEIENCES 

There  are  three  sets  of  public  conveniences  provided  by  the  Coimcilo 
These  are  situated  in  Chapel  Street ^  Sheep  Street  and  Claremont  House  Car 
Park.  The  two  in  Chapel  Street  and  Claremont  House  Car  Park  are  of 
modem  design  and  construction. 

SWIMMIHC  POOL 

This  is  an  open  air  pool  which  is  in  use  only  during  the  summer 
months.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  aerated  but  neither  filtered  nor 
heated.  In  its  present  form  the  pool  does  not  come  up  to  modern  require^ 
ments,  but  does  not  appear  to  constitute  a  health  hazard. 

To  date,  the  Ministry  have  approved  the  constiniction  of  the  new 
swimming  pool  to  be  constructed  at  Bicester  School.  This  is  a  joint 
project  between  Bicester  U.D.C.^  Ploughley  R.D.C.,  and  Oxfordshire  County 
Council. 

HOUSING 

COUNCIL 

During  the  year,  75  houses  were  constructed,  forming  part  of  the 
scheme  to  house  workers  at  the  local  ordnance  Depot  for  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  and  26  for  general  housing. need.  In  addition  to  this  100  houses 
were  constructed  for  R.A.F.  personnel.

The  Contravention:  under  Section  1  8  was  discussed  following  an  investigation 
into  a  reported  accident  in  which  a  youth  of  seventeen  was  injured  while  cleaning 
a  bacon  slicing  machine ,  The  youths  employers  were  prosecuted  eind  fined® 

Pest  Controls  Forty- seven  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  were  received  during 
the  year®  Of  these  two  are  of  particular  interest®  The  first  involved  a  large 
building  site  which  showed  extensive  infestation®  Treatment  was  made  difficult 
by  the  continuous  movement  of  building  materials  on  the  site  and  also  by  the 
fact  the  workmen  kept  depositing  uneaten  scraps  of  food  all  over  the  site®  Letters 
were  sent  to  the  two  main  contractors  about  this  but  with  only  limited  success® 

The  site  was  cleared  twice  but  became  re-infested®  However  the  rats  have  finally 
been  brought  luider  control® 

The  second  involved  a  small  allotment®  Here  although  the  area  infested  was 
small  the  infestation  took  some  time  to  clear®  The  source  of  the  infestation 
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was  traced  to  a  disused  piggery  and  once  this  was  treated  there  was  a  substantial 
kill  y/ithin  the  space  of  two  days* 

Treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out  in  co-operation  y/ith  the  Ivlinistry  of 
Agriculture  Pests  Officer*  Only  slight  takes  y/ere  recorded  and  on  re-treatment 
no  further  talces  y/ere  noted. 

Thirteen  comj)laints  of  insect  pests  y/ere  received  during  the  year*  T'wo 
of  these  concerned  cockroaches  in  catering  premises.  Both  premises  were  treated 
yylth  a  limited  degree  of  success.  Subsequent  treatment  aimed  at  keeping  the 
infestation  down  to  a  minimujn. 

Public  Health  Nuisances:  Twenty  complaints  of  nuisance  were  received  during  the 
year,  i\ll  were  dealt  y/ith  informally. 

Sv/ill  Boiling  Plants:  I  am  authorised  by  Oxfordshire  County  Council  to  inspect 
pig  swill  boiling  plants  in  the  urban  district.  During  the  year  two  pleuits 
7/ent  out  of  operation.

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The  report  includes  reference  to  legal  proceedings  i/vhich  were  instituted 
hy  the  Council  in  respect  of  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  1  9^0  and  the  Factories  Act,  1^61  ,  Although  prosecutions  are 
unpleasant,  particularly  in  a  small  tovm,  there  comes  a  time  when  such 
action  is  imperative  if  future  efforts,  in  the  field  of  environmental  health, 
are  to  achieve  anything.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  history,  which 
these  prosecutions  made,  will  not  need  to  repeat  itself  too  often, 

SEV/lIRACE  AND  SEV/AGE  DISPOSAL 


Extensions  to  the  Marlow  Road  disposal  works  commenced  during  the  year 
and  the  Park  Road  pumping  station  was  completed. 

A  smmr  was  laid  from  Newtovm  Development  Site  to  the  Park  Road  piomping 
station  and  work  commenced  on  a  sev/er  from  Reading  Road  to  Rotherfield  Road. 

V/ith  the  exception  of  car/  ^  's  and  77  units  which  have  septic  tanks,  the 
soil  drainage  from  residential  units  is  to  the  main  sev/er. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  still  remains  at  least  one  house  in  the  Borough  which  ha'  no  inside 
supply.  This  was  discovered  during  a  survey  of  houses  which  took  place  prior 
to  the  declaration  of  an  Improvement  Area.  The  house  in  question,  suorpri singly, 
is  owner- occupied  and,  although  a  grant  would  he  available  for  the  provision  of 
this  and  other  amenities,  the  owner  appears  to  he  in  no  hurry  to  take  advantage 
of  this. 

With  regard  to  the  water  supply  itself,  I  am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Erjgineer 
of  the  Thames  Valley  Water  Board  for  supplying  me  with  the  follov/ing  infomation:- 

There  were  no  significant  changes  in  the  Board’s  pumping,  treateent  or 
distribution  anrangem.ents  in  the  area  during  19^7  und  satisfactory  results  were 
obtained  from  the  routine  v/ater  samples  taken  from  the  works  and  distribution 
system. 

(P.H.I.’s  NOTE  -  The  supply,  of  course,  is  from  boreholes  at  Greys  Road 
and  at  Harpsden,  the  water,  in  each  case,  being  chlorinated  and  softened) 

Tests  for  lead  take-up,  after  standing  overnight  in  a  lead  service  pipe, 
gave  satisfactorily  lov/  results.

(i)  An  area  in  Reading  Road  was  reported  to  the  Housing 
Committee  as  a  possible  site  for  old  people’s  housing  accom¬ 
modation,  The  area  contained  three  unfit  houses  and  a  number 
of  ruinous  and  dilapidated  comimercial  buildings.  Also  involved 
were  a  small  number  of  commercial  buildings  wiiich^  although  in 
poor  condition!  were  being  used.

(c)  Pood  Shops 

Although  there  is  nothing  in  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  which 
requires  a  warning  to  be  issued  in  respect  of  food  hygiene  offences , 
it  is  fairly  comm.on  practice  for  this  to  be  done.  There  comes  a  tim.e, 
hov/ever,  when  warnings  are  no  longer  appropriate  and  19^7  proved  to 
be  that  time  in  the  case  of  five  food  shops  in  the  Borough,

It  should  not  have  been  necessary  to  institute  these  proceedirigs 
but,  if  the  principle  of  issuing  v/arnings  had  been  dispensed  with, 
there  would  have  been  many  more  cases.  It  is  my  hope,  however,  that 
as  a  result  of  these  procceJ-’ ngs,  ^ore  attention  will  be  paid  to  the 
regulations  by  those  food  bt.s.  ^ess  proprietors  wiio  have  tended  to  be 
rather  apathetic  in  the  past . 

On  a  brighter  note,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the  very  considerable 
improvement  effected  in  a  baker* s  shop  where  the  old  lay-out  had  been 
very  unsatisfactory.  This  v/as  an  improvement  v/hich  had  been  required 
by  the  Council,  v/ith  a  viev/  to  protecting  food  displayed  from  risk  of 
contamination.

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(d)  Licensed  Premises 

With  only  two  exceptions,  conditions  in  licensed  premises 
have  continued  to  improve  during  the  year,  i\n  additional  wash 
basin  was  provided  in  one  restaurant  and  re-decora.tion  was 
carried  out  in  others. 

As  far  as  the  exceptions  are  concerned,  very  firm  v/arnings 
were  issued  and  there  were  immediate  improvements, 

( e )  Kestaurajits,  Cafes  etc. 

Standards  vary  but  the  proprietors  have  appeared  anxious 
to  co-operate  and  the  overall  impression  is  one  of  improving 
conditions . 

In  April,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  the  ilinister  of  Health 
was  asked  if,  in  the  interests  of  hygiene,  he  will  take  steps  to 
prohibit  the  practice  of  females  wearing  topless  dresses  in  con¬ 
suming  establishments.  The  flinister  said  that  the  Pood  Hygiene 
(G-eneral)  Regulations  I96O  already  provided  a  safeguard  for 
hygiene  by  requiring  food  handlers  to  keep  clean  all  parts  of 
the  person  vdiich  are  liable  to  come  into  contact  with  the  food I 

(f)  Pood  Hygiene  -  Education 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  remains  considerable  need  for 
education  in  hygienic  practices.  This  is  underlined  by  the 
experience  of  a  master  butcher  (not  in  Henley)  who,  obseiwing 
one  of  his  employees  returning  to  serve  customers,  after  leaving 
the  lavato  y,  reminded  him  of  the  need  to  wash  his  hands,  '*No  nr-^d 
G-uv'nor”,  replied  the  assistant,  ”I  washed  them  before  I  went  n’A 

A  supply  of  ”1 0  point  code  for  food  trade  workers”  leaflets 
(published  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education)  was  obtained 
during  the  year*  and  a  number  of  these  v/ere  distributed  to  food 
shops  in  the  Bojough,  The  leaflet  included  advice  on  the  need  for 
hand-v;ashing  and,  rather  ironically,  one  of  the  leaflets  v/as  sub¬ 
sequently  produced  in  the  Magistrates'  Court,  It  was  used, 
successfully,  as  a  defence  against  a  charge  that  a  notice  , 
requesting  food  handlers  to  wash  their  hamds  after  using  the 
sanitary  convenience,  had  not  been  displayed,  A  little 
education . 

POOL  HYCIEME  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  REG-ULATIQI^,  '^366 

These  regulations  came  into  force  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and 
where  it  seemed  necessary,  the  attention  of  the  ovmiers  of  stalls  etc,  has 
been  dravmi  to  the  a.ppropriate  requirements.  More  positive  action  Y/ill  be 
required,  however,  in  the  coming  year  to  ensure  that  the  regulations  are 
being  complied  vmth.

During  the  yeatr  there  were  27  additions  to  and  20  removals  from  the 
register  of  premises  maintained  in  connection  mth  this  Act®

this  Act,  employers  are  required  to  give  notice  to  the  local  authority. 
Only  4  of  the  additions  to  the  register,  hovv^ver,  represented  notifica¬ 
tions  which  had  been  made  spontaneously  by  the  respective  employers.

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A  spell  of  cold  weather  at  the  end  of  the  year  revealed  that  there 
are  some  employers  who  do  not  appeeir  to  understand  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  which  relate  to  temperature  of  the  premises  e  Some  appeeir  to  consider 
that  this  section  should  not  apply  either  on  Mondays  or  on  Thursdays  i*e, 
after  being  closed  for  the  week-end  and  early  closing  day  respectively* 
Others,  who  have  failed  to  grasp  that  this  section  is  intended  to  secure 
warm  working  conditions  for  employees  during  cold  weather,  contend  that  it 
is  *’ impossible’*  to  maintain  a  temperature  of  60,8^  when  the  outside 
temperature  has  descended  to  freezing  point  o 

During  the  year  it  was  learned  that  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  after 
studying  evidence  from  local  authorities,  had  decided  against  making 
lighting  regulations.  Instead,  guidance  in  the  form  of  an  advisory  book¬ 
let,  was  to  be  given  to  local  authorities.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
booklet  was  still  awaited  and  inspections  of  lighting  were  being  made, 
in  Henley,  with  15  lumens/  square  foot  being  regarded  as  the  minimum  for 
general  office  work. 

There  has  been  pressure,  from  some  quarters,  to  have  responsibility 
for  office  inspection  transferred  from  local  authorities  to  a  central 
inspectorate.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  Ministry  has  decided  against  this 
since,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  learned,  from  unofficial  sources, 
that  new  legislation  is  proposed  which,  if  anything,  will  extend  the  duties 
of  local  authorities.  There  is  certainly  need  for  revision  of  legislation 
which  provides,  for  example,  that,  in  a  factory  the  workshop  toilets  will  be 
inspected  by  the  local  authority  whereas  the  office  toilets  vd.ll  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Factories  Inspectorate.  I  will  be  surprised,  however, 
if  this  pajrticular  provision  is  not  perpetuated  in  any  new  legislation. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

SHOPS  (EiiRIf/  GLOSIMG  DAYS)  ACT  19^5 

There  were  no  changes  in  this  legislation  during  the  year  and  no  new 
Orders  were  made  by  the  Council.  A  request  was  received  for  the  suspension, 
during  Regatta  week,  of  the  early  closing  day  provision  but  this  request 
was  received  too  late  for  the  matter  to  be  cobsidered. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  1  0  informal  notices  concerning  the  need  to 
display  a  notice  specifying  the  early-closing  day.  The  majority  of  shop¬ 
keepers  are  now  complying  with  this  requirement. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  -  SECTION  89 


Improvements  were  cairried  out  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  at 
two  public  houses  and  completely  new  toilets  were  provided  in  two  other 
public  houses  v/here  the  old  accommodation  had  been  very  unsatisfactory. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  number  of  toilets,  in 
catering  and  licensed  establishments,  Yjhlch  include  wash  baisins.  These 
are  provided  on  a  voluntary  basis,  there  being  no  law  which  requires  the 
provision  of  such  facilities  for  the  public.  Unfortunately,  such  is  the 
treatment  which  these  facilities  receive  from  some  irresponsible  members 
of  the  public,  that  many  of  the  proprietors  lose  heart,  understandably, 
and  decide  against  providing  soap,  towels,  nailbrushes  and  hot  water 
supplies. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 


(a)  Section  3  (1  )  and  (j) 

In  June,  the  Council  placed  a  notice  in  the  local  press 
drawing  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1  95^  and 
the  Building  Regulations  1965» 

The  notice  pointed  out  that  persons  intending  to  install 
furnaces  to  which  the  Act  applies  are  required  to  give  notice  of 
the  fact  to  the  local  authority. 

Following  this,  4  notices  were  received  in  respect  of  pro¬ 
posed  installations  involving  furnaces  with  a  maximum  heating 
capacity  of  fifty-five  thousand  or  more  British  thermal  units 
per  hour, 

(b )  Section  1  6, 

There  were  two  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  during  the  yeidjo  and 
both  were  isolated  occurrences.  One  involved  the  burning  of  timber 
on  a  building  site  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  the  other  related 
to  smoke  from  a  solid  fuel  boiler  used  to  heat  a  hall.  The  latter 
complaint  is  one  of  which  there  could  be  a  recurrence  but  this  is 
unlikely  now  that  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  problem.

5  other  compladnts,  outside  the  sc^pe  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  were 
received  and  dealt  with  informally. 


GENERAL 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT 


Although,  nationally,  neighbourhood  noise  is  on  the  increase,  the 
number  of  complaints  received  in  this  department  during  the  year  showed 
a  decrease  from  last  yearo  There  were,  in  fact,  only  6  complaints  and 
one  wonders  whether  this  is  due  to  tolerance  on  the  part  of  those  who 
might  justifiably  have  felt  aggrieved  or  whether  Henley  residents,  in 
general,  show  a  more  considerate  attitude  towards  their  neighbours. 

In  a  circular  (22/67)  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government, 
it  was  suggested  that  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  officers  most  immediately 
concerned  mth  noise  abatement,  and  other  officers  concerned  with  the  problems 
related  to  noise  should  be  given  every  opportunity  to  attend  an  appropriate 
course  with  a  view  to  keeping  abreast  of  current  knowledge  on  the  subject o 
In  this  connection,  the  Oxfordshire  Education  Committee  reported  that  it  was 
hoped  to  arrange  a  suitable  course  at  Y/itney  early  in  1968» 

The  above-mentioned  circular  also  referred  to  the  desirability  of  local 
authorities  engaging  in  anti-noise  publicityo  It  was  suggested  that  they 
might  endeavour  to  promote  higher  standards  of  public  behaviour  in  the  matter 
of  noise  by  disulajring  notices  in  parks  and  open  spaces  under  their  control* 
Here,  if  ever,  v/as  a  case  of  ’’putting  the  cart  before  the  horse”  because,  soon 
after  receiving  the  circular,  I  endeavoured  to  obtain  suitable  posters  and 
learned  that  none  were  available  from  either  the  Ministry  or  the  Noise 
Abatement  Society®  Later  in  the  year,  hovvever,  posters  were  issued  by  The 
Local  Government  Infomation  Office,  in  co-operation  with  the  Noise  Abatement 
Society,  and  the  Council  resolved  that  a  small  quantity  of  these  be  purchased. 

The  Council  renewed  their  contribution  to  the  Noise  Abatement  Society. 

Prom  time  to  time,  complaints  are  received  concerning  noise  from  ice¬ 
cream  vehicles.  It  is  interesting,  therefore,  to  see  the  Code  of  Practice 
for  Use  of  Chimes  vdiich  has  been  produced  and  distributed  by  the  Ice  Cream 
Alliance 

”No  chimes  or  other  audible  means  of  recognition  should  be  sounded 
unless  the  vehicle  is  on  the  move® 

No  chimes  or  audible  means  of  recognition  should  be  sounded  for  more 
than  4  seconds  at  a  time  and  a  period  of  at  least  3  minutes  should  be 
allov/ed  between  each  playing® 

Volume  of  chimes  or  other  audible  nieans  of  recognition  should  be 
reduced  so  as  to  confine  the  sound  to  the  area  covered  by  the  next 
stopping  point  of  the  vehicle® 

Particular  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  annoyance  to  night  v/orkers, 
sick  persons,  hospitals,  nursing  homes  and  at  schools  during  school 
hours. 

Ever3^  reasonable  effort  should  be  made  to  respect  the  wishes  of 
local  residents.” 
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Pr^miATIC  DRILLS  ETC . 

Although  an  increasing  nuniber  of  contractors  au^e  , using  silencers  and 
the  statutory  undertakings  are  co-operating  in  efforts  to  reduce  noise 
from  this  source,  the  follovd.ng  points  must  he  home  in  mind:- 

(a)  Failure  to  use  a  silencer  on  a  road  hreaker  does  not,  in  itself, 
constitute  an  offence  <, 

(h)  V^ere  informal  action  hy  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  had  no 
effect,  statutory  action  must  he  resorted  tOo  A  nuisance  abate¬ 
ment  notice,  however,  can  only  he  served  upon  the  instructions 
or  direction  of  the  local  authority;  an  officer  has  no  right  to 
issue  a  notice  on  his  ov/n  initiative.  If  a  notice  is  served  hut 
not  complied  v/ith,  the  local  authority  must  complain  to  a  justice 
of  the  peace  mth  a  view  to  having  a  nuisance  order  made  hy  the 
court.  This  is,  to  say  the  least,  a  ponderous  process  and,  more 
often  than  not,  the  contractor  will  have  moved  from  the  site 
before  the  order  has  been  made^ 

(c)  Statutory  undertakirxgs  are  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Noise  Abatement  Act,  I96O, 

CQ^gLAINTS 

Of  the  6  compladnts  received,  one  involved  a  recurrence  of  the  nuisance 
caused  hy  railway  locomotives  being  allov/ed  to  stand,  in  a  siding,  with 
their  engines  running  for  long  periods o  The  matter  was  referred  to  British 
Railways  who  issued  instructions  with  a  view  to  eliminating  this  nuisance. 

Three  of  the  complaints  referred  to  road  v/orks  and  the  respective 
contractors  were  reminded  of  the  need  to  use  silencers  on  road  breaking 
equipment. 

Investigation  of  two  other  complaints  revealed  "no  evidence"  and  the 
subject  of  the  sixth  complaint  was  "something  that  went  bump  in  the  night". 
This  was  not  identified  and  there  was  no  recurrence. 

PET  ANBIALS  ACT,  195^ 

Two  shops,  licensed  under  the  above  Act,  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  The  welfare  of  their  stock  seemed  to  be  w’-ell  cared  for 
and  there  was  no  apparent  nuisance,

These  establislriments  continue  to  he  well  run® 

The  opening  of  a  new  salon  for  men  is  a  comparatively  rare  event 
and  the  establishment  v&ilch  opened  in  the  Borough,  during  the  year,  was 
inspected  with  some  interest®  The  salon  was  found  to  be  of  a  very  high 
standard® 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

A  national  iVnti-Litter  vVeek,  sponsored  by  the  Keep  Britain  Tidy 
G-roup,  was  held  during  July«  The  purpose  of  this  project  was  to  try  to 
halt  the  growing  menace  of  litter  which,  both  in  money  and  amenity  terms, 
is  costing  the  nation  too  muche 

The  Council  resolved  that  they  v/culd  take  part  in  this  project  by 
arranging  for  the  display  of  suitable  posters.  In  addition,  the  Mayor, 
by  means  of  a  letter  to  the  editor  of  the  local  newspaper,  declared  his 
support  for  the  project  and  appealed  to  the  public  to  ’’Join  the  Tidy  Set. 

Although,  in  principle,  the  idea  of  such  a  project  was  very  sound, 
orw  wonders  whether,  in  practice,  it  achieved  anything  at  all®  At  least, 
however,  there  were  no  reports  of  anti-litter  posters  seen  blov/ing  around 
the  streets! 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

(a)  The  Borough  of  Henley-on-Thames  (infective  Hepatitis  and 
Clandular  Fever)  Order  1  966  came  into  force  on  the  1st  day 

of  January  and,  following  this,  there  were  eight  notifications 
of  glandular  fever  and  one  of  infective  hepatitis.  A  number 
of  enquiries  were  made  concerning  certain  of  these 
cases  with  a  viev/  to  determining  the  possible  source  of 
infection® 

(b)  A  case  of  food  poisoning  involving  a  person  who  worked  in 
a  food  shop  in  the  Borough,  resulted  in  the  submission  of 
specimens  from  all  the  other  employees.  Reports  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  were  negative,  however,  and  there 
v/as  no  need  for  anyone,  other  than  the  young  man  directly 
involved,  to  be  excluded  from  work, 

(c)  Other  enquiries  and  investigations  related  to:- 

i)  contacts  of  a  case  of  dysentery, 

ii)  a  case  of  meningitis  and 

iii)  a  person  arriving  from  Australia  without  having 
been  vaccinated  against  smallpox, 

(d)  The  inevitable  bundle  of  clothing,  destined  for  Spain,  was 
fumigated  and  an  appropriate  certificate  issued.  The  clothes, 
as  usual,  had  not  been  exposed  to  any  known  infection  but 
consignments  of  used  clothing  are  not  allowed  into  Spain 
without  such  a  certificate. 
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PETROLEUM  (REaULATIOI^ )  ACT  1928  AND  I956 


(1 )  A  licence  v/as  issued  in  respect  of  a  new  underground  installation. 
The  tank  capacity  was  1  ,500  gallons  and,  on  testirig,  the  instal¬ 
lation  was  found  to  be  satisf actorje 

(2)  Requests  were  received  from  twn  licence  holders  for  permission  to 
use  latched  nozzles  on  their  petrol  pumps.  The  advantage  of  such 
nozzles  is  that  they  enable  petrol  to  be  dispensed  Vvhilst  the 
operator  is  gainfully  employed  attending  to  other  minor  services 
such  as  checking  oil  etc. 

The  Council  approved  the  use  of  latched  nozzles,  in  these  2 
cases,  subject  to  certain  Home  Office  requirements  being  met. 

One  of  these  requirements  is:- 

”In  the  event  of  the  nozzle  falling- out  of  the  filling-pipe 
of  a  vehicle,  the  operating  lever  of  the  nozzle-valve 
should  automatically  be  released  from  the  retaining  latch 
upon  impact  of  the  nozzle  with  the  vehicle  or  the  ground.” 

(3)  A  warning  was  issued  to  one  business  proprietor  who  was  storing 
petroleum-based  paints  without  either  a  licence  or  a  proper  store. 
Eventually,  however,  the  premises  were  vacated. 

(4)  A  warning  was  issued  to  a  garage  proprietor  concerning  the  delivery 
of  petrol  to  a  vehicle  while  the  engine  was  running.  This,  of 
course,  is  an  extrem-ely  dangerous  practice  and  represents  a 
serious  contravention  of  the  licence  conditions.  The  licence 
holder  was  warned  that  a  further  offence  of  this  nature  would 
result  in  the  institution  of  proceedings. 

MISCELLAMEOUS  COMPLAINTS  &  MJISiiHCES 

Included  in  the  list  of  miscellaneous  complaints  this  year  are  tv/o 
related  to  sanitary  accommodation  on  building  or  engineering  works  sites. 

In  the  first  case,  the  accommodation  was  located  too  close  to  the  adjoining 
dw'ellinghouse  and  in  the  second,  the  lack  of  accommodation  was  giving  rise 
to  nuisance.  The  first  v/as  remedied  promptly  but,  in  considering  the  second 
case,  the  Council  felt  that  the  Factories  Act  had  been  contravened  and  it 
was  resolved  that  proceedings  be  instituted, 

”Fouling  of  footways  by  dogs"  continues  to  be  the  subject  of  regular 
complaints o  From  a  report  prepared  by  The  Natic  lal  Dog  Owners  Association, 
it  would  appear  that  very  fev/  councils  have  managed  to  deal  with  this  problem 
successfully.  A  special  lavatory  for  dogs  was  provided  in  a  peirk  in  Eastbourne. 
This  was  furnished  with  an  ash  base  and  an  "inviting”  pole  and  cost  the  Council 
£25.  It  was  well  publicised  but,  aTter  three  months  trial,  it  was  obvious 
that  95  per  cent  of  the  local  dogs  preferred  the  gras si 
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CIVIL  DEFEMCE. 

In  November,  I  attended  a  Civil  Defence  course,  for  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  which  had  been  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  which 
was  held  at  the  Civil  Defence  Staff  College,  Sunningdale*  Subsequently, 
in  my  report  to  the  Council,  I  included  the  following:- 

"The  lecturers  emphasized,  repeatedly,  the  benefits  which  would 
derive,  in  the  chaos  following  a  nuclear  attack,  from  having 

(a)  a  plan  ready  for  implementation  and 

(b)  personnel  who  were  ready  and  able  to  perform  tasks 
which  had  previously  been  allotted  to  them* 

This  brought  home  to  most  of  us  the  fact  that  very  few,  if  any, 
civil  defence  measures  or  plans  appear  to  have  been  instituted  by 
the  majority  of  district  councils  (including  non-county  boroughs) 
and  that,  generally,  local  authorities  are  shovdng  very  little 
interest  in  this  subject* 

Having  attended  the  course,  I  feel  that  I  have  a  much  better 
appreciation  of  the  needs  for  and  the  objects  of  Civil  Defence. 

I  believe  also  that  the  knowledge  which  I  gained  would  be  of 
considerable  benefit,  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear  attack,  in  the 
struggle  for  continued  survival  of  the  community.  I  hope,  never¬ 
theless,  that  I  will  never  be  required  to  apply  this  knowledge.” 

Although,  since  writing  the  above,  Government  policy  on  Civil  Defence 
has  changed,  I  believe  that  the  remarks  are  still  valid  and  that  they  could 
be  applied,  equally,  to  the  chaos  which  might  follow  a  peace-time  civil 
disaster.

The  submersihle  pump  has  "been  lowered  do\m  the 
borehole;  the  superstructure  of  the  station  is  nearing  completion;  and  the 
electrical  wiring  and  fittings  are  "being  put  in  hand  and  should  be 
connected  to  the  electricity  supply  before  the  year  end.

701  connections  were  made  to  the  sev/ers  dm^lng  the  year;  86  of 
these  were  to  old  properties. 

The  construction  of  an  extension  to  Benson  Sewage  Disposal  Works 5 
involving  the  construction  of  three  settlement  tanks  and  a  humus  tank; 
installation  of  five  filters  with  mechanical  raked  screen;  provision  of 
balancing  tank 3,  sludge  beds 3,  detritus  chamber  and  screens;  and  equipment 
for  dosing  syphons <,  distributing  arms^  inoludi.ng  pipelayirig^  access  roads, 
and  other  ancillary  works;  was  completed  and  became  operational  in 
October,  1967° 

Farts  of  the  nevi  BeririSfield  and  Burcot  SeY^a,ge  Disx>osal  Works  "were 
in  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  the  ronainder  became 
operational  by  midyear  after  installation  of  a  delayed  supply  of  the 
dosiFig  S3q)hon  and  other  specialist  equipment  o  The  old  plant  has  been 
demolished. 

The  laying  of  sev/ers  throughout  the  Village  of  Towersey,  including 
rising  main  to  the  Works  site,  was  completed  in  April,  1967®  The 
construction  of  the  seiiage  disposal  works  and  pianping  station  were 
completed  amd  operational  in  October,  1967^  only  minor  ancillary  itans 
and  general  clearing  \xp  remained  to  complete  the  contract e 

The  neiJ  Watllngton  Sev/age  Disposal  Y/orks  was  completed  and  became 
operational  in  April,  1967®  During  the  survey  for  tMs  scheme  it  was 
discovered  that  the  flows  in  the  sawders  to  the  old  works  contained  a 
considerable  quantity  of  infiltrating  surface  w^ater  esj^ecially  in  Brook 
Street  and  at  the  eastern  end  of  Church  Street  to  Brook  Street,  and  that 
one  length  of  sev/er  needed  to  be  completely  relaid  and  certain  ether 
short  lengths  needed  attentione  Y/orks  to  remedy  these  defects  were  put 
in  hand  at  the  year  end* 

The  la^lPug  of  2320  yards  of  sewer  through  the  Village  of  Great 
Iviilton  had  been  completed  by  the  end  of  January,  19^7  5  arid  by  mid-March 
the  construction  of  the  sev/age  pimiping  station  and  sewage  disposal 
wrorks  v/as  so  far  advanced  that  applications  for  sev/er  connectioPxS 
could  be  entertained  and  the  flow  of  sewage  accepted  into  the  plant e 

CoPiS traction  of  the  package  sev/age  disposal  plant  and  pimiping 
station,  and  laying  of  sev/ers  to  serve  Thame  Road  Council  Houses, 
Tiddington,  and  adjacent  private  development,  have  been  completed  and 
put  into  coimnission^ 

36AO  yards  out  of  a  total  of  4731  yards  of  6-inch  diameter  sev/er 
and  1667  yards  of  9“inch  diameter  sev/er  had  been  lai.d  in  the  Warborough 
and  Shillingford  Sev/erage  Scheme  »  started  in  May,  I967  by  the  year  erde 
The  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  pumping  station  -  to  raise  sewage  from  the 
Shillingford  Bridge  ar^ea  -  is  being  negotiated  o 
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A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  an  outfall  sewer with  the  construction 
of  a  pumping  station  and  rising  main^  from  Britwell  Salome  to  the 
Watlington  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  work 
commenced  in  August,  1967o  The  length  of  2073  yards  of  6-inch  diameter 
sewer  from  the  small  sewage  plant  at  Britwell  to  the  piomping  station  site 
at  Ciudiam  Road,  Y/atlington,  has  been  completed  and  work  on  the  erection 
of  the  pumping  station  has  started. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on  the  piping  in  of  the  boundary 
brook  -  between  the  Council®  s  district  and  Oxford  City  -  at  Marston,  and 
292  yards  of  the  300  yards  of  42“inch  diameter  piping  has  been  laid. 

Because  of  the  overloading  of  the  sewage  pumping  station  at  Old 
Marston,  it  was  necessary  to  instal  nev;  impellers,  and  eventually  to  lay 
a  short  length  of  6-inch  diameter  rising  maino  Later  in  the  year, 
similar  trouble  wa^  experienced  at  Chalgrove  owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  village,  and  Ministerial  approval  is  awaited  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  rising  main® 

Proposals  for  a  scheme  of  sev^erage  and  sev/age  disposal  for  the 
Village  of  Stanton  St®  John  which  had  long  been  delayed  on  the  question  of 
outfall  costs  I  i®ee  by  providing  either  a  separate  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Stanton  StoJohn;  taking  sev/age  to  the  Forest  Hill  Works;  or  to  the 
Oxford  City  System;  were  resolved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  at  the  year  end,  when  it  was  decided  that  a  scheme  was 
siofficiently  urgent  to  be  deferred  no  longer,  and,  subject  to  the  results 
of  a  survey  to  check  the  possibility  of  surface  water  drainage  being  dis¬ 
charged  to  the  sewerage  system,  the  scheme  would  subsequently  be  approved 
for  tendering® 

The  Minister  of  Hoiising  and  Local  Covernment  has  given  approval  for 
a  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sev^age  disposal  for  Stadhampton,  Chislehampton, 
and  Drayton  St,  Leonard  to  proceed,  and  the  laying  of  sewers  in 
Chislehan^ton  is  expected  to  start  early  in  I968® 

A  local  investigation  was  carried  out  in  September  19 67  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  into  the 
scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  Culham  and  Clifton  Hampden® 

The  Minister  acknowledges  the  urgent  need  for  this  scheme,  but  suggests 
that  the  problem  of  surface  water  infiltration  in  Clifton  Hampden 
Village  should  first  be  solved. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  culverting  of  an  open  ditch 
alongside  the  lane  leading  to  St®  Nicholas  Primary  School  at  Marston, 

This  work  is  likely  to  be  done  when  the  Marston  Perry  Link  Road  is 
completed,  but  until  that  time  it  was  suggested  that  a  protective  fence 
should  be  erected  by  the  riparian  owners. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  adopt  the  private  sewage  disposal  works; 
one  at  Drayton  St,  Leonard  serving  six  houses,  and  one  at  Aston  Rowant 
intended  to  serve  foiurbeen  houses®  They  have  also  agreed  to  adopt  as 
public  sewers  a  length  of  sewer  in  Waynflete  Road,  Headington  (Parish  of 
Risinghurst  and  Sandhills);  a  length  of  private  sewer  at  Henton, 

Chinnor;  and  a  siorface  water  sewer  at  Minchery  Farm  Estate,  Littlemore® 
Permission  was  given  to  connect  drainage  from  a  private  house  at  Stad¬ 
hampton  to  the  Council’s  private  sewage  disposal  works. 
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230  yards  of  6«inch  and  4“”inch  extension  sewer 5,  and  rising  malris 
have  been  laid  at  Boults  Lane,|.  Old  Marstoiij^  Ydth  construction  of  sey/age 
pumping  station^  to  serve  predominantly  the  ne??  estate  of  Geo®  V/lnpey 
and  Co,  Ltd*,  and  adjoining  properties e  It  has  al-so  been  agreed  to  lay 
a  sey^^r  ertension  to  serve  41  private  houses  to  be  erected  betv/een  High. 
Street  and  Old  Benson  By-Fass^  Bensono 

Applications  from  the  Parish  Council  of  Marsh  Baldon;  and,  residents 
at  Roke^  Benson 5,  and  Windmill  Road^  Ydieatley;  for  schemes  of  s:eyre.rage  to 
se;rve  their  areas  were  coriSidered®  The  Pardsh  Council  y^ere  informed 
of  the  stage  of  priority  for  their  Village;  the  remaimrig  areas  were 
not:  of  high  priority  ard  the  residents  were  informed  of  thiSe 

The  Council^  having  regard  to  the  list  of  schemes  drawn  up  four 
years  ago  and  to  those  in  vardous  stages  of  preparation,  have  resolved

Householders  have  been  asked  to  provide  regulation  dustbins  in 
those  cases  Yvhere  their  existing  bins  were  defective  or  they  were 
using  unsuitable  containers. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1956  -  SECTION  92 

During  the  summer,  a  nuniber  of  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  of  Bayswater  Road  (Parish  of  Stanton  St.  John),  of  a  nuisance 
of  flies  from  a  nearby  poultry  farm.  Initially,  to  mitigate  the 
nuisance,  the  residents  were  supplied  with  aerosol  fly  sprays;  buildings 
at  the  farm  Y/ere  sprayed  with  liquid  and  powdered  DDT;  and  the  largest 
of  the  three  poultry  houses  emptied  and  thoroughly  fumigated.  The  owner 
7/as  subsequently  instructed  by  Notice  to  remove  all  accumulations  of 
droppings  from  the  farm  sites  and  afterwards  to  carry  out  a  Y/eekly 
removal  of  all  droppings;  hang  fly  strings  in  the  hen  houses  soaked  in 
Fenchlorphos  or  Diazinon;  and  to  spray  droppings  within  the  houses 
tYidce  per  month  with  one  of  the  foregoing  chemicals. 
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Owing  to  prolonged  heavy  rains  during  July,  a  number  of  complaints 
v/ere  received  of  flooding.  The  two  main  comx^laints,  due  to  excessive 
quantities  of  surface  water,  came  from  residents  of  ground-floor  flats 
at  Minchery  Farm  Estate,  Littlemore,  and  occux)ier3  of  houses  in  the 
Rock  Farm  Lane  -  Henley  Road  area  of  Sandf ord-on-Thanes .  Assistance 
v/as  given  by  the  City  aaid  District  Councils  for  drying  out,  removal  of 
damaged  furnishings,  ard.  sux)pl3d.rig  disinfectant. 

Periodic  flooding  also  arose  in  villages  owing  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  surface  water  drainage  system  : 

( a)  x'urea  of  Littlew^orth  -  High  Street,  VJieatley:  This  had  mainly 
been  caused  by  the  inadequate  connection  of  a  v/ate.rcourse  flowing  doY/n 
from  Shotover  via  the  radlv;ay,  picking  up  surface  water  from  many  of 
the  properties  betv/een.  It  'was  decided  that  joint  action  should  be 
taken  by  the  District  and  County  Councils  to  cleanse  the  main  wHeatley 
culvert . 


(b)  Townsend  Drain,  Towrersey:  Flooding  arose  o'vving  to  the  silting 
up  of  this  drain.  It  v/as  suggested  that  the  District  Council  should 
carry  out  the  cleansing  of  the  drain,  other  than  that  ^portion  already 
cleaiised  by  the  Thames  Conservancy,  and  to  recover  the  costs  from  the 


riparian  ovuers. 


( c )  .^Irea  of  Downside  Road,  Kiln  Lane,  and  Colli nwood  Road , 
Risiru'^h'urst :  It  was  discovered  that  flooding  occurred  here  owing  to 
a  fractured  land  drain  under  Kiln  Lane,  and  to  the  outfall  of  the  dran 
being  beneath  the  water  level  of  a  silted  up  ditch.  The  County  Council 
acce'pted  responsibility  for  clearing  out  the  ditch,  and  the  flow;-  of 
surface  Y/'ater  thereto  was  no  longer  impeded  after  the  District  Coimcil 
hfid  repaired  the  drain. 


A  continuing  nuisance  existed  from  the  discharge  of  sewage  effluent 
into  ditches  from  properties  at  Old  London  Road,  !vtLlton  Common, 
particularly  from  a  Transport  Cafe.  Until  maim  drainage  could  be  pro'vrided 
for  this  area,  it  v/as  decided  that  the  property  owners  should  dead,  with 
their  drainage  arrangements  in  such  a  mainer  as  to  minimize  the  extent  of 
the  nuisance.

(h)  Mould  in  Chicken  and  Ham  Pie  purchased  from  Fvvelme  store.

In  view  of  the  conditions  of  sale  and  purchaise  in  connection  vd.th 
complaint  (c),  the  Council  considered  that  no  action  be  taken,  but 
suggested  that  the  manufacture  r  should  be  asked  v>iiether  a  better  seal 
could  be  introduced  for  this  product. 

The  Council  resolved  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  the  makers 
of  the  sausage  rolls  referred  to  in  complaint  (i),  and  to  refer 
complaints  (a)  and  (g)  to  the  Councils  of  Wallingford  Borough  and 
Ploughley  Rural  District  respectively  for  action  they  might  consider 
advisable. 

They  suggested  in  connection  v.dth  complaints  (b)  and  (k)  that  a 
form  of  coding  should  be  introduced  on  wrappers  of  perishable  foods 
indicating  the  date  of  manufacture  and  receipt  by  the  retailer.  In 
these  and  the  remaining  cases  they  resolved  that  Vv^arning  letters 
should  be  sent  to  the  vendors  of  these  foods  expressing  their  concern 
at  the  incidents,  and  pointing  out  that  consideration  would  be  given 
to  the  taking  of  legal  proceedings  should  similar  incidents  occur  in 
the  future.

A  large  majority  of  the  premises  in  the  district  are  supplied  by  the 
Thames  Valley  Water  Board*  No  complai.nt  about  the  quality  of  the  water  was 
received  during  the  year  but  several  complaints  of  inadequacy  of  supply  v/ere 
received  from  householders  at  Cookley  G-reen  and  at  Bix  at  times  when  demand 
was  pai’ticularly  heavy  due  to  exceptionally  dry  Y^eather  or  to  frost  damage « 
These  complaints  were  referred  to  the  Water  Board  and  it  is  understood  that 
steps  are  being  taken  to  improve  the  supply  of  these  areas  v/here  pressure 
is  occasionally  weak.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSlIi 

Since  the  Council,  first  began  to  collect  refuse  in  the  early  1930*S 
it  h8.s  been  disposed  of  by  filling  chalkpits  and  clay  pits  in  various 
parts  of  the  district.  Duiung  I967  it  began  to  become  appai'ent  that 
the  supply  of  suitable  pits  ¥/as  nearing  its  enc .  By  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Public  Health  Committee  was  mfikir^  efforts  in  several  directions: 

(a.)  they  are  seeking  the  agreement  of  ov/ners  of  some  land  at  South  Stvoke 
and  Checkendon;  (b)  they  were  appl;>0Lng.  for  planrd.,ng  permission  to  use  a 
13  acre  valley  in  Ki-dmore  end  for  refuse  tipping  ;  (c)  they  were  engaged 

in  discussions  through  their  officers  v/ith  neighboui’irg  authorities 
(Bullingdon  and  Thame)  for  the  joint  use  of  a  lajoge  pit  at  Ewelrne.  It 
seems  therefore  that  in  the  near  future  expenditure  on  refuse  disposed 
is  going  to  increase  as  the  days  of  finding  disused  pits  convergent ly 
to  hand  seems  to  be  over. 

SBVJERACE  d  SEEEGE  DISFQSiL 
Crovffiiarsh 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  main  drainage  scheme  at 
Crownarsh  was  compdeted  and  ovmers  and  occupiers  in  the  village  were 
notified  that  connection  could  be  made. 

Eoodcote 

scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  thd,s  parish  is  now  completed 
and  tenders  for  the  carTying  out  of  the  work  were  received  in  November. 
The  approved  of  the  ^.linistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  being 
requested  ajad  it  is  hoped  that  it  v/ill  be  possible  to  commence  this 
scheme  in  1963. 

Shiplake 

A  locad  investigation  Y/as  held  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  into  a  scheme  for  the  mad'*^  Frai.imge  of 
this  village  efirly  in  the  year.  The  ¥iird.stry  intimated  that  the 
urgent  need  for  the  main  dr^ri.nage  system  for  the  Shiplake  area  wos 
accepted  and  that  work  on  detailed  drawings  could  proceed.  The 
Council's  consulting  engineers  are  proceeding  with  the  v/ork  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  invite  tenders  during  I968. 

Goring  Heath 

The  consulting  engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme 
for  the  main  drainage  of  the  nhit church  Hill  area  w’hich  it  is 
anticipsated  yHI  be  drained  to  the  existing  seY/age  disposal  Y/orks  at 
Ehitchurch  and  it  was  expected  that  the  details  of  the  scheme  Y/ould 
be  ready  by  the  end  of  the  y^ear. 

Check end on  and  Stoke  Row 

The  Council*  s  consulting  engineers  are  pnepariiig  a  scheme  for 
the  main  drainage  of  these  tY/o  villages  -iliich  will  be  linlced  together 
and  be  pumped  to  the  Y/oodcote  area  for  incorT^oration  in  the  scheme  of 
main  drainage  for  that  village  ^Yiiich  eventually  drains  to  the  Goring^ 
sewage  disposal  works,  ^n  interim  report  on  progress  -v^as  maxie  in 
September , 


South  Stoke 

Following  a  recommendation  of  the  Housing  Committee  that  drainage 
difficulties  were  being  experienced  at  Council  houses  in  the  v:lllage,  the 
Council  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  main  drainage  scheme  for  South  Stoke 
should  be  planned  to  follow  that  for  Checkendong  Stoke  Row  and  G-oring 
Heath  and  the  Council's  consulting  engineers  were  instructed  to  submit  a 
preliminary  report  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

Other  Farishes 

A  survey  is  being  made  in  all  other  unSe'>;ered  parishes  of  the 
district  to  aiscertain  the  need  on  Public  Health  grounds  for  further 
main  drainage o 

THE  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AID  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACTg  I963  ' 

Registration  and  Inspection 

The  number  of  registered  premises  has  increased  by  about  each 
year  (mainly  new  shops)  since  the  Act  came  into  force.  There  are  now 
83  premises  and  an  average  of  12,6?  persons  employed  in  each  premises « 

More  than  half  the  total  number  of  employees g  however g  are  in  only  two 
large  office  premises  and  the  average  number  in  the  remaining  81  premises 
is  -only  5  ^ 

JH though  the  number  of  registrations  is  increasing  this  is  not  due 
to  an  awareness  of  the  Act  by  the  employers,  A  new  registration  is 
rarely  made  on  an  employer's  own  initiative.  The  Council's  inspectors 
notice  new  premises  and  remind  employers  of  their  duties  under  the  Act , 

The  frequency  of  inspection  vairies  according  to  the  type  of  premises 
and  the  efficiency  of  management.  Some  offices  and  shops  are  always 
excellently  maintained  and  conducted^  a  visit  every  two  years  is  con=- 
sidered  adequate.  Others  fall  short  of  this  standard  and  visits  to  these 
have  been  made  at  least  once  each  year. 

Operation  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  Act 

Overcrowding  and  Cleanliness  No  contraventions  of  sections  A  or  5 
have  been  found  during  the  year.,  Dn  the  whole g  office  workers  have 
accommodation  which  is  well  in  excess  of  the  statutory  minim’umo 

Temperature  and  Ventilation  Offices  are  almc^t  always  well  heated 
and  ventilated  but  the  heating  of  shops  is  often  insufficient.  Thermo¬ 
meters  tend  to  go  astray  and  many  that  were  provided  when  the  Act  was 
first  enforced  have  had  to  be  replaced  after  subsequent  inspections 
this  year  because  they  could  not  be  found  or  were  brokeno 

Sanitary  Conveniences  and  Washirp?,  facilities  Here  again  standards 
tend  to  be  higher  in  offices  than  in  shops  W,C.  compartments  in  shops 
are  sometimes  used  for  storing  empty  boxes  or  even  goods;  wash  hand 
basins  are  found  covered  by  goods  and  to  be  obviously  used  very  little 
for  their  proper  purpose.  However  in  a  substaintial  majority  of  shops 
conditions  are  good. 
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Floors,  passajaies  and  stairs  lichen  the  Act  first  came  into  force  a  number  of 
badly  lit  and  defective  staircases  iiere  discovered*  In  one  case  a  stair¬ 
case  has  been  reconstructed  and  new  lighting  fitted  but  the  visitiiig 
inspector  now  finds  that  the  staff  often  store  boxes  and  goods  on  the  stairs 
and  several  warnings  have  been  given  to  the  manager*  Contraventions  like 
this  in  structurally  good  premises  emphasize  the  need  for  a  good  frequency 
of  routine  inspections* 

Accidents 


It  is  obvious  that  the  lack  of  knowledge  about  the  duty  to  register 
also  extends  to  the  responsibility  to  notify  accidents*  Only  one  accident 
(a  cleaner  strained  her  back  when  picking  up  a  dustpan)  was  notified  during 
1967.  In  the  four  years  the  Act  has  been  in  force  only  six.  accidents  have 
been  notified*  These  have  been  in  offices  and  shops  belonging  to  tliree 
large  organisations*  No  small  employer  has  ever  notified  an  accident*  It 
seems  unlikely  that  accidents  do  not  occur  in  the  premises  of  sma].l  busi¬ 
nesses  (the  big  majority  of  registered  premises)  so  it  can  only  be  assumed 
that  the  smaller  managements  do  not  notify  accidents.

Another  method  of  disposing  of  intensive  farm  waste  is  to  hold  it 
in  a  large,  open  lagoon:  the  teier  largely  soaks  avvay  or  evaporates 
and  the  remaining  sludge  is  eventually  cai'ted  away  and  ploughed  into 
arable  land.  In  Henley  Rural  District  two  systen'iS  of  this  kind  were 
begun  in  19^7  hut  the  lagoons  have  sc  far  been  large  enough  to  hold 
all  the  Y/et  w/aste  and  it  has  not  yet  been  necessary  to  cai*t  away  acny 
sl.udge.  So  far  our  sniajl  expei’ience  of  the  3.agoon  method  ind-icates 
that  it  is  less  offensive  to  neighbours  than  the  ST)raying  of  septic 
sludge.  However  the  whole  subject  of  the  disposal  of  faxin  w/astes  is 
frought  with  difficulty  when  farms  are  situated  in  a  comparatively 
densely  populated  mral  ai“ea.  The  public  health  law  on  the  siibject 
is  uncertain  and  it  is  hoxced  that  the  G-overnment  will  accept  the 
suggestion  made  by  a  resolution  of  the  xinriuaO„  Conference  of  Public

There  are  tv/o  swiiiming  baths  in  the  district  used  by  the  public; 
one  in  the  grounds  of  an  hotel  and  one  at  a  motel «  Both  baths  have 
continuous  circulation  chlorination  plants  for  the  purification  of 
the  water. 

24.  samples  were  taken  from  the  baths  during  the  year^  and  of  these, 

9  were  re^Dorted  as  being  unsatisfactory.  The  ovmers  were  informed  each  time 
an  adverse  result  was  reported  by  the  Jhialyst  and  took  the  necessaiy  action 
to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  water. 


Re- const  ruction  of  the  Launton  work-S  is  completed  and  a  major 
e:^ension  to  the  Kidlington  w^oirks  is  nearing  completion.  Sewage  schemes 
at  Begbroke,  Merton,  Chestertorv'^'vendlebury,  Stratton  Audley  have  all  been 
completed  and  the  sewage  works  are  oi:)erational. 

Work  on  the  scheme  for  Horton-  cum -Studley  is  proceeding  and  the  whole 
scheme  should  be  completed  by  mid-r968« 

The  scheme  for  Blackthorn  has  been  prepared  and  tenders  for  the  work 
have  been  invited. 

Preparation  of  documents  for  the  Fringford  scheme  is  practically 
completed  ond  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  possible  to  invite  tenders 
by  early  I968, 

Schemes  for  Pinmere,  Hampton  Foyle,  Somerton  and  Upioer  &  Lower 
Heyfords,  although  still  bei.ng  pre^i^ared,  are  likely  to  be  delayed  because 
of  the  present  economic  situation;  a  situation  which  ¥dll  doubtless  affect 
many  other  similar  projects  during  1968,

Curing  1967?  a  total  of  39  dv/ellings  were  erected  by  the  Council,  as 
folloY/s:  Yarnton  31  (9  ^  2-bedroomed  and  22  x  3*“Led2:x>omed  houses), 
Kidlington  8  (bungsalov/s) ,  Concernrlng  the  bungaAows  at  Kidlington,  this 
completes  a  scheme  vhereby  twelve  such  dy/ellings,  occuioied  by  elderly 
persons,  are  connected  by  a  bell  system  to  a  Warden’s  house;  the  Y/arden 
is  a  trained  Nurse  and  visits  each  of  the  bungalows  at  least  once  during 
the  day  and  more  frequently  should  the  need  arise;  she  is  provided  with  a 
i*ent-free  three-bedroomed  house  and  is  paid  a  nominal  weekly  wage.  The 
house  is  connected  to  a  telephone  so  that  the  Warden  can  call  a  doctor 
or  anbulance  should  the  need  arise.  The  scheme  has  worked  exceptionally 
well  so  far  and  may  well  be  extended  in  the  future. 

The  Council  has  under  construction  a  further  30  houses  at  ilrncott,  and 
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I 

Twhilst  it  W6LS  hoped  to  huild  houses  in  other  villages  ^  it  is  not  yet  known 
whether  further  building  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  Ivlinistry  of  Housing  and 
Local  G-ovemment  for  general  needs  in  the  area,  due  to  the  Government’s 
policy  of  concentrating  house-building  in  areas  with  large  slum-clearance 
programmes,  and,  again,  the  economic  situation  at  the  present  time.

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OTHER  DUTIES 


The  Dexpartment  is  also  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Council 
house  application  list,  which  entails  intearvievang  applicants  for  such 
accommodation  and  the  keeping  of  all  records  of  the  circumstances  of  each 
case,  for  submission  to  the  Council, 

Under  the  Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  the  DeiDartment  is  concerned 
with  the  inspection,  testing  of  tanlcs  and  licensing  of  petroleum  storage 
installations*  There  are,  at  present,  106  petroleum  storage  licences  in 
force  throughout  the  district;  the  total  storage  capacity  licensed  is 
aijproximately  three  and  three-quarter  million  gallons. 

The  Department  keeps  the  register  of  scrap  metal  dealers  ■under  the 
Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  19&f;  there  are  six  such  dealers  registered  in 
the  area. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  also  carry  out  inspections  under  the 
Betting,  G-aming  and  Lotteries  Act,  the  Licensing  Act  and  the  Diseases  of 
ikniraals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957* 

Public  Cleansing  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Department,  a 
Y^eekly  collection  of  refuse  and  controlled  tipping  on  ti-io  Coimcil-owned 
tips  being  oiDerated* 
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During  the  year,  a  scheme  was  introduced  for  street  cleansing  on  the 
tY/o  main  shopping  areas  of  Kidlington. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  I96I 

There  @re  45  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  area  in  which  sections  1,  2, 
4>  6  and  7  of  the  Factories  Act  are  to  be  enforced  by  the  Local  Authority, 
and  13  inspections  were  carried  out  in  the  period*  No  defects  were  found, 
but  in  the  case  of  3  premises  foxmd  to  be  wanting  in  cleanliness  previously, 
action  was  taken  and  these  premises  now  comply.
